REPORT OF THE NORFOLK COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I hereby beg leave to submit my twenty- 
seventh annual report on the Norfolk County Road System. 


At the January session in 1943 the County Council passed 
a By-law for the expenditure of $150,000. on the County Road 
System. This By-law was later approved by the Department 
of Highways. An amending By-law for $2000. was passed at 
the December session and approved by the Department. I am 
pleased to report that the expenditures were slightly less than 
the original By-law. 


Due to the instructions of the Department of Highways 
that no construction work would be subsidized, no monies 
were set aside for this purpose and the estimates as prepared 
and submitted to the County Council at the May session re- 
lated only to maintenance and repair work on the system. 
The estimates as submitted were for the greater part carried 
out as in the report of the Committee. Some modifications 
were considered necessary due to the continued breakup after 
the estimates had been prepared. Certain retreatments were 
therefore omitted and extra long patches were added instead 
of these retreatments. 


The following is a schedule showing the estimated cost 
and the actual expenditures of long patches and retreatments 
on the various roads:

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The average cost per mile of Mulch patches is $4695. 
The average cost per mile of Retreatments is $504. 


In addition to the above work, 6-10 of a mile of tar stabil- 
ization patch 6” in depth was laid on Road 7 just south o 
Frogmore in the Township of Houghton at a cost of $3022.68 
or $5034.46 per mile. It might be mentioned that the first tar 
stabilization was laid at the west end of Road No. 9 in 1938. 
This road has had no repair work done on it and is still in good 
condition. It will probably require retreatment this year. The 
adoption of this type of road where ever it can be laid will 
save the County many thousands of dollars as against the 
older methods. 


Weed eradication by spraying with Atlacide was pro- 
ceeded with on 100 miles of road at a cost of $3654.25. Being 
subdivided: Atlacide—$2415., wages—$685.75, truck and 
equipment—$553.50. The average cost per mile being $36.54" 





The cost of snow removal in 1943 was $3840.27.

A. By-Law to authorize the borrowing of $262,000.00. 


WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the County 
of Norfolk deem it necessary to borrow the sum of Two 
Hundred and Sixty-Two thousand dollars to meet, until the 
levies are collected, the current expenditures of the Corpora- 
tion for the year 1944, the amount being less than seventy 
per cent. of the revenues for 1943. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount of the revenues of 
the Corporation as set out in the financial statement for 1943, 
not including revenues derivable from borrowings and issue 


of debentures is $374,974.00. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount heretofore authoriz- 
ed to be borrowed for the year 1944 for the purposes men- 
tioned in sub-section of section 339 of the Municipal Act is 
$262,000.00 of which the Corporation has not already bor- 


rowed any sum.
